Man Is Injured 
When Struck by 
Skidding Bus 


A pedestrian was injured, a 
Coal truck was damaged consid- 
erably, and a city bus was dam- 
aged slightly as the result of an 
accident at the intersection of 
Jasper Avenue and 95 street at 
10:35 a.m, Thursday. 


The injured person is Ferdinand 
Bill, 10151 95 street, who was struck 
by the side of the skidding bus, 
and thrown heavily to the icy 
street. He was taken to the Royal 
Alexandra hospital in a_ passing 
R.C.M.P. car. Latest reports indi- 
cate that his injuries are not seri- 
ous. It is believed that there were 
no fractures, and that he was suf- 
fering from bruises and shock 

The accident occurred when 
Thomas Irwin. bus driver, attempt 
ed to bring the bus to a stop to 
take on Bill, who had stepped off 
the south curb of Jasper near the 
intersection 

Upon application of the brakes 
the bus skidded, gradually going 
into a side skid, and striking Bill 
with its right side. 

CRASHES TRUCK 


The bus continued — skidding 
across the 95 street intersection and 
crashed into a coal truck standing 
on 95 street at the south approach 
to Jasper.

One force was approaching Voro- 
shilovgrad from the northeast, ad- 
vancing beyond the little village 
of Mityakinskaya, less than 25 miles 
from the outskirts of the steel 
centre. A second force was almost 
as close, moving due west along 
the railroad from Chebotovka, 32 
miles southwest of Millerovo.

British Warship 
Shoots Up Convoy 


LONDON, Jan. 21. (CP) — The 
Admiralty told today how a British 
destroyer in a single-handed mid- 
night attack on an enemy convoy 
sank one merchantman, badly dam- 
aged another, and created such 
confusion among three escort ves 
sels that they fired at each other. 

The destroyer, the Admiralty

A Tuberculosis Sanitorium 


The Provincial Government cannot be 
too highly commended for its decision to 
build a half-million-dollar tuberculosis 
sanitorium on the University of Alberta 
campus. The projected building will contain 
300 beds and will consist of three storeys 
and a basement. 

The tuberculosis sit 
ince has been seriously aggravated by 
number of veterans who have been dis- 
charged from the army with this disease. 
As the matter stands at present, all beds 
available to tuberculosis patients are con- 
tinuously occupied, and a large waiting list 
exists, 

This means that, without the relief of- 
fered by the proposed sanitoriuri, many 
lives would be lost because proper treat- 
ment and accommodation were not readily 
available. Thus the situation offers a 
powerful challenge to a Government which 
is committed to a liberal social and ad- 
vanced health policy. 

Alberta has a splendid record in its 
handling of public health problems. The 
Cancer Clinic, for instance, is an example 
of progressive thinking and acting in this 
respect, 

Thus, the decision to build the tuber- 
culosis sanitorium is not only in full accord 
with Alberta's record in public health mat- 
ters, but constitutes a fine humanitarian
